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MALDEN MAN KILLED IN TRAFFIC ACCIDENT SATURDAY 


Andrew J. Kennedy, 72 years old, 
of Warren Avenue, Malden, was 
killed, in an accident which took 
place during a blinding rainstorm, 
at 1:40 a.m., on the 3rd of Novem- 
ber, The accident was on Main 
Street, near Eames Street, and near- 
ly opposite the Britt home, Ken- 
nedy’s body, which was horribly 
mangled, was placed in the Wil- 
mington Police . Ambulance, and 
tushed to the Choate Memorial 
Hospital, in Woburn, At that place 
he was pronounced dead on arrival. 

According to reports given to 
the police, Kennedy had been 
walking in the middle of the street, 
during the blinding rain, and John 
L. Kelly, of 11 Fern Street, Au- 
burndale, who was driving a 1949 
DeSoto sedan ‘towards Woburn, 
noticed Kennedy, and swerved to 
the right, in an effort tp avoid 
him, The rear door handle to the 
DeSoto is supposed to have struck 
Sennedy, and knocked him down 
in the street. The DeSoto then 
was said to have struck a pole, 
on the side of the street, damaging 
its front right fender, 

At this time, a second car, a 
Buick sedan, driven by Charles 
L. Maletesta of Clifton Street, 
Wilmington, .which was being dri- 
ven towards Wilmington center, 
vas said to have struck Kennedy, 

he was lying in the street. It 
is believed that Kennedy’s body 
was dragged along the street for 
a considerable distance, a distance 
of 75 feet, according to some re-

When Ephraim 
Buck, and his sons cultivated the| 
fields on top of Buck's Hill many 
years ago, they cleared the fields 
of stones, Later, when Wildwood 
Street was laid out, more stones 
were cleared, and the walls that 
line that street were laid. 

The hill, “Buck's Hill,” is geo- 
logically speaking, a drumlin, It 
is a small one, but just the same, 
very fine example, perhaps the 
best for miles around. 

Drumlins were made by the 
glaciers, as the ice retreated. The 
movement of the ice “shoulder- 
ed” debris, made of rocks and 
clay, into hills, which always have 
their axis parallel to the. direction 
of the movement of the ice, in 
this region Northwest-Southeast. 
Nearly all the islands in Boston 
harbor are drumlins, as are little 
and great Nahant. Buck's Hill, 
as we have said, is almost a class- 
ical drumlin, complete with char- 
acteristic rochee moutonees (sheep 
rocks) which may be seen any- 
where on the hill, as for instance, 
next door to the Baxter home. 
‘Any person with a slight know- 
ledge of geology would recognize 
this hill for what is is, at a glance.
